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DETAILED ACTION

Continued Examination Under 3 7 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12/14/05 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed 12/14/05, with respect to claims 1, 1 1-12 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph and U.S.C. §103(a) 
rejections of claims 1, 11-12 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-12 are allowable over prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited prior arts (US 
6401150 to Reilly and US 6476930 to Robert et al) of record teaches a print job management 
apparatus/method for managing plurality of print jobs from plurality of client computers, but fail 
to teach and/or suggest "a job decision unit configured to determine whether each print job of 
interest among the plurality of print jobs is interactive print job or the non-interactive print job; 
an interactive print job execution unit configured to establish mutual communication between 
print data generating apparatus and printer to carry out interactive printing at a specific timing by 
stacking condition of predetermined type of data in the buffer; and a non-interactive print job 
execution unit configured to carry out non-interactive printing at a specific timing determined by 
stacking condition of the non-interactive print job data in the buffer by transmitting the non- 
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interactive print data to printer without establishing mutual communication between print data 
generating apparatus and printer and in combinations of other features" as cited in independent 
claims 1, and 11-12. The examiner found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the 
prior art, found any motivation to combine any of prior arts that teaches the above limitations 
and in combinations of other features cited in claims 1, and 11-12.
